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TO  THE  TEACHER 

The  purpose  of  the  Workbook  to  accompany  The  Story  Road, 
Second  Reader,  Level  Two,  is  to  provide  material  which  will  extend  and 
strengthen  the  independent  reading  skills  and  interests  of  the  child. 

In  the  development  of  this  reading  program,  all  new  reading  skills 
are  introduced  by  the  teacher  through  explanation,  oral  discussion,  and 
directed  activities.  Provision  is  also  made  here  for  individual  application 
of  these  skills,  for  practice  in  their  use,  and  for  mastery.  The  new  and 
related  material  provided  for  this  purpose  also  gives  the  teacher  oppor- 
tunity to  measure  the  progress  of  each  child.  From  these  results  the 
teacher  may  give  further  practice,  where  needed,  before  the  child  has 
advanced  into  new  and  more  difficult  materials  and  skills. 

These  reading  activities  are  designed  to  increase  ability  in  comprehen- 
sion, stimulate  independent  thinking,  enrich  word  concepts,  and  increase 
independence  in  word  attack.  Each  word  used  in  The  Story  Road  and 
most  of  those  used  in  the  preceding  books  of  the  series  are  repeated  often, 
in  varied  and  meaningful  situations.  Furthermore,  this  Workbook  con- 
tains many  new  stories  which  both  challenge  the  child’s  power  to  read 
independently  and  contribute  to  his  interest  in  reading. 


The  purpose  of  each  activity  and  the  directions  for  its  use  are  stated 

at  the  bottom  of  the  page.  In  presenting  the  directions  and  the  new 

techniques  it  would  be  wise  to  provide  exercises  on  the  blackboard,  when 

necessary,  to  assure  understanding  of  the  work  to  be  done.
